The new volume, planned 
for release next year, is 
designed to provide readers 
with interesting and reliable 
information about the lives, 
thoughts and contributions of 
outstanding men and women 
in the history of the Christian 
church. 

Recognized scholars have 
been selected to write for the 
project, coordinated by John 
Woodbridge, a professor at 
Trinity Evangelical Divinity 
School, 111. 

Arthur O. Roberts, 
professor of religion and 
philosophy at GFC for 32 
years, will write the section:

Moody Press will publish 
the book and Three's 
Company will furnish 
graphics and pictures at a 
ratio of 2-1 text to pictures. 

The English production 
will be directed by Tim 
Dowley, editor of the 
"Eerdman's Handbook to the 
History of Christianity," who 
also helped design the 
graphics for the 1984 "The 
New Unger's Bible 
Handbook." 

"There simply is no other 
volume like the one Moody 
Press and Dr. Dowley have 
envisioned," says 
Woodbridge. 

An extensive publicity 
campaign is expected to 
precede release of die volume. 

Roberts, who already has 
prepared his section, also is 
the author of other articles 
and books on Quaker history. 
He is the author of "Early 
Quaker Writings," and 
"Tomorrow is Growing Old," 
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
